Cial.]—President Coolidge will refuse 
the invitation of the league of nations | 
te send American delegates to a con- 
| ference at Geneva in September to dis-

tively at the White House today. 


The President's opinion, as it was_| 


outlined\today, is that the league of 
nations has nothing whatever to do 
with the court and can do nothing with 
it, even if it wants to. He feels that 
the only people who can change the 
court are the forty- eight nations in- 
volved, and for that reason this na- 
tion will deal with them rather than 
through any other ‘channel. 

While he regards the invitation as 
a courtesy, since the United States is 
interested.in the matter, the President 
does not see any necessity for this 
government to discuss the reservations 
at the Geneva meeting.

SURPRISED AT AMERICA 


GENEVA, Switzerland, April 2.—(/) 
—League of nations circles expressed 
astonishment tonight on the receipt 
of dispatches from Washington saying 
that the action of the league in send- 
ing a circular letter to the membeps 
of the world court inviting” them to 
a conference to consider the American 
reservations had surprised official cir- 
cles of the American capital. 

Officials of the league’said that how- 
ever Washington may have felt about 
the council’s original detision to con- 
voke a conference to discuss the res- 
ervations, there can be no justifica- 
tion for surprise over the actual dis- 
patch of the invitations. 

These officials explained that the 
sending out of the circular letter to 
the court signatories was only routine 
procedure called for by the decision 
of the council. 


Calls Invitation Routine. 

It was added that the sending out of 
a circular letter is the practice al- 
ways adopted when the league ar- 
ranges for international conferences, 
the differences in this case being that 
it was sent only to the members of 
the court and not the members of the 
league. 

Not all the members of the league 
are members of the court, and the 
council, it was emphasized, wishes to 
keep the American reservation ques- 
tion as one entirely the concern of the 
members of the court.

PARIS, April 2.—[U. N.]}-—Opposi- 
tion in the French senate to creation 
of oil and sugar monopolies may re- 
open immediately the temporarily end- 
ed French government crisis. 

The senate’s finance commission to- 
day recommended that the senate, at 
its session tomorrow, return the oil 
and sugar monopolies measures to the 
fichamber of deputies.

lies by a special commission. 

Strong opposition in the senate to 
the monopolies already exists, and be- 
cause of its conservative spirit there 
is likelihood that the senate will fol- 
low its commissions’ recommendations.

Francois Marsal, a former premier 
and now a leading figure in the sen- 
ate, is among the foremost opponents 
to the oil and sugar monopolies, and 
it is felt certain he will gather around 
him a strong group of anti-monopoly 
senators. It was Marsal who success- 
fully overthrew the government of 
Edouard Herriot. 

“The possibility of ofl and sugar 
monopolies has caused the greatest dis- 
turbance among industrial men of 
France,” M. Marsal said today. ‘“ The 
two great oil rivals, the Standard Oil 
company of the United States and the 
Royal Dutch company, in their battles 
for the French market, have reduced 
prices until of] is cheaper in France 
than in other countries. If France 
creates a state monopoly there will be 
a combination to boost prices of the 
product that is sold to the French 


government.”
